We are 
told, “He first findeth his own 
brother Simon, and saith unto him, 
We have found the Messias, which 
is, being interpreted, the Christ. 
And he brought him to Jesus” 
(John 1:41, 42). It was a very sim- 
ple thing that Andrew said to Pe- 
ter. Anybody could say that. But 
Andrew went and sought out Peter 
and found him, to tell him the 
good news and to bring him to 
Jesus! 


Jesus won Philip, and this new 
convert then won his friend 
Nathanael. How did he do it? We 
are told, “Philip findeth Nathana- 
el, and saith unto him, We have 
found him, of whom Moses in the 
law, and the prophets, did write, 
Jesus of Nazareth, the son of 
Joseph. And Nathanael said unto 
him, Can there any good thing 
come out of Nazareth? Philip 
saith unto him, Come’and see” 
(John 1:45, 46). 


- Nearly anybody I know could 


new convert Philip did in talking 
to Nathanael. He called Jesus “the 
son of Joseph.” He was not deny- 
ing the virgin birth of Jesus. Pos-. 
sibly he was only using the general 
accepted term since Joseph acted 
as foster father to Jesus, and was 
so known to the public. Very pos- 
sibly the new convert did not real- 
ly know much about the virgin 
birth of Christ. At any rate, he 
made a big blunder. But in his 


sincerity God overruled his blun- 


der and Nathanael was saved. Not 
just at first; he had problems and 
questions. And Philip the new con- 
vert could not answer all the ques- 
tions, but he had the right an- 
swer nevertheless. He said, ‘‘Come 
and see,” and he brought him to 
Jesus and Jesus fixed everything 
up with Nathanael, just as He will 
do with every sinner who honestly 
comes to find Him. 

You see, the main thing is that 
Philip went after Nathanael and 
brought him to Jesus. Philip did 
not know all about it, and Philip 
made some mistakes, but he did 
not make the tragic mistake of 
neglecting his friend’s soul and 
letting him go to Hell. There is 
no mistake in the world as bad as 
leaving people alone in their sins, 
unwarned, uninvited, and un- 
taught about Jesus and salvation. 
Nearly anybody could do as well 
as Philip did. But he did do the 
one essential thing. He went after 
Nathanael and found him, and got 
him to come to Jesus. 


That is a wonderful story of soul 
winning we read in Acts 8:26-40. 
Philip was in a great revival at 
Samaria when the angel of the 
Lord told him to “arise, and go 
toward the south unto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza, which is desert,” and Philip 
went. That is one of the big se- 
crets of this soul winner’s power. 
He obeyed orders. He was always 
willing to go. So he went and at 
the crossroads he found the Ethio-

That is a question from the book of Job, in the ninth}; 


chapter. If you shall forget all else that I say this Sunday 
evening, I pray God that you may not forget this text. Mark 


it again:

The very suggestion in the text 
is surprising, startling, even amaz- 
ing. The suggestion is that human 
beings may harden themselves 
against God, and do so to their 
present and eternal hurt. The very 
suggestion, I say, is exceedingly 
startling. “Who. hath hardened 
himself against God?” Against 
God! He is our Maker. Can there 
be any wisdom in one’s harden- 
ing himself against his Maker? 
Does one need any other proof 
of the deadening and undoing 
power of sin than that sin could 
come into a human life and harden 
such life against its Maker? Heis 
our best friend, and yet men and 
women, through the power of sin, 
through its deceitfulness, are hard- 
ened against God, their best friend. 


The wonder grows when we re- 
member that we waose lives are 
utterly contingent on God’s holy 
will, are hardening ourselves 
against a Being of infinite power. 
If God should withdraw’ His moral 
support for just one minute from 
the strongest man that listens now 
to my voice, such man, sitting or 
standing, would gasp and in one 
moment be in the embrace of 
death.

A Pastor Writes on the Tithe

Dear Brother Rice: 

Three years ago my brother sent 
me THE SWORD OF THE LORD, as a 
gift for one year.

The Editor’s Answer 
Dear Brother Drake: 

Thank you for your letter. I am 
glad to have your frank statement. 
At the same time, I find it very 
surprising that you should feel as 
you do about the tithing articles. 
In the first place, if you differ 
with my position, it seems to me 
that you must still admit that I 
have as strong a man as possible 
to present your side of the case, 
the side of the pastors who want 


I believe no one can say that I 
have been less than fair in that 
matter. In the second place, since 
you have found me devoted to the 
Word of God and willing to follow 
it at any cost in all the past, I 
should think that you should seri- 
ously consider the possibility that 
in this matter also I have unself- 
ishly sought to find and follow 
the whole will of God, in the 
Word of God. 

There are two or three errors, 
it seems to me, in your reasoning. 

1. You say, “I do not base my 
conviction that the tithe belongs 
to the church on Malachi 3:8-10, 
but rather on Genesis 14:17-24, 
and Hebrews 6:20; Hebrews 7:17, 
21.” But you evidently gave little 


rectly disapproves any idea that 
the tithe must be given through 
the church treasury! In the first 
place, there was no church men- 
tioned here whatever. - Abraham 


not Abraham to Melchizedek. In 
the third place, the tithe here was 
given to an individual, not to an 
organization. Melchizedek would 
better represent an independent 
evangelist than he would represent 
a pastor. This is a better Scripture 
to prove that one should give his 
tithe to an evangelist or radio | 


preacher than that he should | 


Nothing even remotely akin to the | 
local church is here in Genesis 14: | 
20, when Melchizedek came to see | 
Abraham and Abraham gave him 
the tithe. 


2. You refer to Hebrews 6:20, 
Hebrews 7:17, 2h and say, “Ac- 
cording to these Scriptures, Christ 
is a tithe-receiving Priest. Since 
Christ organized His church, and 
only His church, the tithe belongs 
to it.” But, dear friend, that is a 
statement which has not a hint of 
support in Hebrews 6:20 nor He- 
brews 7:17 and 21. The Scripture 
does teach that all our giving 
should be to Christ. But there is 
not a particle of evidence that 
when the Bible says Christ, it 
means a pastor instead of an evan- 
gelist. There is not a hint in the 


Bible, to my knowledge, that a 


pastor is any more called of 
God than is an evangelist, or 
that money sent to a denomina- 
tion secretary pleases God better 
than that given to a revival. You 
have some personal reason for be- 
lieving that, no doubt, but you be- 
lieved it before you found 
Scripture on the case, evidently. 
The Scripture does not say that 
the tithe belongs to Christ and 
that Christ is only in favor of 
the church, not of evangelism, nor 
radio programs, the China Inland 
Mission, or Moody Bible Institute, 
or Bob Jones University, for ex- 
ample. 

3. You say; “The -tithe. belongs 
in the same place as baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper.’ But you gave 
no Scriptures to say anything of 
the kind. I respect your opin- 
ion in the matter but it seems to 
me that is your own personal con- 
clusion, not based upon any state- 
ment in the Word of God. For ex- 
ample, the Bible gives the clear 
case of Acts 10:46, 47 when Peter 
asked the other Christians present 
if they would agree to the baptism 
of Cornelius and his household. So 
at least, whether it is required or 
not in the Bible, it is not wrong for 


'a church to vote to approve bap- 


tism of new converts. And the clear 
example throughout the New Test- 
ament is that the Lord’s Supper 
was observed only in assemblies 
of Christians, that is, in church 
congregations. Paul says, “When 
ye come together to eat... .” 
(I Cor. 11:33) and again, “And 
upon the first day of tbe week, 
when the disciples came together 
to break bread, Paul preached 
unto them..." (ActsS 20:17). 
So we have a right to believe 
what the New Testament every- 
where infers, that the Lord’s Sup- 
per is for the public assembly of 
Christians. If I do not say more 
than that about baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper, it. is because the 


Bible does not say more, and the. 


Bible is good enough for me. But 
the Bible does not say that the 
tithe belongs to the church and 
there is not even a single example 
in the New Testament where we 
are specifically told that people 
brought their tithes to the church 
as tithes. Yes, they brought gifts 
to the church, and people should 
do so today; but the tithe is the 
Lord’s, not the church’s, not the 
pastor’s, and the idea that the lo- 
cal church organization is the only 
work which is God’s work is ut- 
terly foreign to the New Testa- 
ment, in my judgment. 

Paul, on his’ missionary journey, 
was an evangelist and his support 


| was as well pleasing to God as the 


support of local pastors. And while 
men love to say that Paul was sup- 
ported by offerings and the lo- 
cal pastors by tithes, that is a 
fabrication of the imagination, it 
is not found in the Bible. 


4. You say, “It is impgssible for 
a man to make an offering until 
he has given his tithe to the 
church where he has membership.” 
But again you do not give any 
Scripture that says anything like 
that. That is a man-made rule, not 
a Bible-made rule. In the first 
place, the Bible does not make a 
distinction between tithes and of- 
ferings. In fact, the word offer- 
ing in the Bible means a sacrifice, 
that is, a lamb or bullock given 
to be offered on an altar as a 
burnt offering or wave offering or 
heave offering, and these same 
Sacrifices were often tithes. The 
same lamb could be an offering 
and a tithe. The Bible does not 
make the distinction which you 
make there. What is given above 
the tithe may be an offering, but 
the tithe is an offering, too. 

In the second place, in Malachi 
3:8 God plainly says that both the 
tithe and offering should be 
brought alike to the ceremecnial 
storehouse at Jerusalem for the 
support of the ceremonial! Levitical 
priesthood. ‘Will a man rob God? 
Yet ye have robbed me. But ye 
say, Wherein have we _ robbed 
thee? In tithes and offerings.” If 
the tithes were brought to Jerusa- 
lem to the temple, then the offer-

Everywhere I have gone, people 
have. called the fact to-my atten- 
tion’ that there is a tremendous 
dearth of gospel literature in the 
vernacular with which to reach 
the millions of people in this vast 
land of ‘India. I told the brethren 
here today about how your tract, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
has been so widely used in Japan 
and they have suggested that I 
write to you with the hope that 
vou may be able to do something 
to subsidize an edition in the 
Marathi language for India. There 
are some twenty million people 
here in this area who use this lan- 
guage. The Bombay area is much 
more literate than many other 
sections of India. : 


Brother Joe Weatherly, the 
Youth for Christ director here, is 
trying to carry on a campaign to 
reach the masses through the 
printed page. He, with the coop- 
eration of Conservative Baptist and 
Evangelical Alliance missionaries, 
could supervise the translation, 
printing and distribution of the 
tracts. They could, of course, be 
made available to all other evan- 
celical missionaries as long as the 
supply lasts. Don Hillis of the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission is 
also very anxious to have a sup- 
ply of these tracts to be used as 
an inducement for the enrollees 
in his Bible correspondence course 
to complete their studies. There 
are over five thousand students 
enrolled already, of whom about 
eighty per cent are Hindus. 


Knowing your desire to get out 
the Word of God to the ends of 
the earth, we are setting this 
challenge before you with a pray- 
er that the Lord may lay it upon 
the hearts of His people at home 
to provide, say $1,000, for an ini- 
tial printing here in India. 

We shall ever thank the Lord 
for all that you have been able 
to do in Japan through this tract 
and your other books and do praise 
Him for the privilege of working 
together with you. May God grant 
vou wisdom as you seek to know 
His mind in this matter.

So after prayer, I feel led to 
offer to pay for the printing of 
the first 200,000 copies of “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” in.the 
Marathi language, if you will un- 
dertake to supervise the transla- 
tion, printing, and distribution. 
Will you please have a couple of 
other men, perhaps Don Hillis and 
Hammond Major, who are already 
interested, to act on a committee 
with you and as a committee you 
can decide major matters like the 
number of tracts to be printed, 
the letting of a contract for print- 
ing, the checking of a translation, 
etc. I judge from Dr. Jarvis’ let- 
ter that you are willing to under- 
take such a_ responsibility, with 
the help of other missionaries. 

I enclose one copy of the book- 
let, “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” Will you set out to have 
it translated at once, and care- 
fully check the translation? I will 
make an appeal at once in THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD, and I believe 
we can soon raise $1,000 for this 
purpose. And then let me know at 
once what price is asked for the 
printing, when the money will be 
needed, and how to send it. And 
please name the other members 
appointed on the committee who 
agree to help you be responsible 
for the printing and distribution. 
Will you do that, dear brother, 
for Jesus’ sake? 

It will be our policy to continue 
to supply money for printing of 
this pamphlet as widely as it can 
be used, provided the cost is kept 
to the bare minimum, and provid- 
ed the booklet will be available to 
every sound evangelical mission- 
ary group who will use it to the 
glory of God. I think .God will 
help us to raise the money if you 
brethren will take the heavy bur- 
den of-the work necessary in dis- 
tributing the booklet, and keep 
us informed on the results, and 
will follow up, the best you can, 
the converts.

It is beautiful to watch a tiny 
baby smile and coo and go through 
his antics. Nothing is so delightful 
as to see a little fellow taking his 
first steps or hear him trying to 


put his first words into a sentence. | 


A baby’s actions are always at- 
tractive, and what parent is there 
who has not called in the neigh- 
bors to witness Junior learning to 
eat his carrots with his own tiny 
silver spoon? But when the little 
fellow fails to keep up with his 
years, he ceases to be a delight 
and becomes instead an em- 
barrassment. 

There are too many people in 
our churches who have never 
grown up. I have seen men and 
women who had their spiritual 
birth twenty or thirty years ago 
still being spoon-fed by a clerical! 
nursemaid. They have never gain- 
ed maturity. They are altogether 
childish. They get their feelings 
hurt and crawl off to pout. They 
can’t have their way, so they go 
into temper tantrums. Paul had 
something to say about these 
“babes in Christ.” He said, “I have 
fed you with milk, and not with 
meat: for hitherto ye were not 
able to bear it” (I Cor. 3:2). My 
heart is out to the pastor who 
must pause in the great cause of 
the kingdom to hold out his spoon 
and get a few drops of warm 
milk down the tender throats of 
sickly infants who ought long ago 
to have begun a diet of T-bone 
steaks! God pity those who have 
to depend on others’ hands for 
sustenance. 


Such a situation is not alto- 
gether new. Abraham had to 
“scotch” for his nephew, Lot, after 
the same fashion. Out beside his 
tent under desert skies he lifted 
up holy hands and interceded for 
his kinsman who balanced at the 
edge of Sodom’s cauldron of sin. 
We read, “God remembered 
Abraham, and sent Lot out of the 
midst of the overthrow, when he 
overthrew the cities in which Lot 
dwelt” (Gen. 19:29). 


Some of you old-timers would 
be six feet under and your spirits 
would be dancing in flames right 
now were it not for a saintly wife 
whose noble hands have lifted you 
up night and day to her God. A 
mother’s faithful hands are under 
you, lost son! Only her prayers 
keep you from the torments of a 
rebel’s Hell. You cannot help 
yourself in your condition. You 
are only a burden, an object of 
distress and a toilsome responsi- 
bility to those who labor with God 
in your behalf. May God grant you 
restored hands to seize for your- 
self the promises of everlasting 
life. May He strengthen your 
hands to partake of the full course 
of mercy which awaits you at the 
table of His bountiful grace. 


Sin May Wither the Usefulness of 
the Christians’ Hands 


I want to tell you something 
else about your hands. With the 
hands we wait upon others. 


The very fact of birth is the 
fact of man’s responsibility. God 
never thrust anyone into the world 
to become a dead weight on 
society. We are; therefore we 
ought! God’s purpose for man is 
that he shall not only trust Christ 
for himself, but that he shall lead 
others to his Saviour. God expects 
us to reach out strong, helping 
hands! He demands that we lift 
up the fallen and care for the 
dying! Look at your own hands. 
Are they drawing men to Christ? 
Are they bettering the world? Or 
will mankind be aided not a whit 
by your having tarried here for 
your span of years? 

The three thousand years that 
have intervened since the birth of 
Samson have not diminished the 
gruesome lessons of his life. 
Samson’s record is a warning. His 
story is a reminder that a man 
can climb beyond the stars, then 
sink to the level of ruin in a 
lifetime. 

I see him in the vineyards of 
Timnath tearing a young lion a- 
part with bare hands. I watcn 
him at Lehi as he falls upon a 
thousand Philistines and _ slays 
them with the jawbone of an ass. 
I follow him to Gaza and look up- 
on his prowess as he lifts the city 
gates from their foundation and 


walks away with gate, bar, chain 
and lock. This is Samson, the 
judge of Israel; Samson, the man 
great and mighty in valor; Sam- 
son, the strongest man who ever 
lived. 


I see him again, A small lad 
leads him by the hand along the 
road to the Philistines’ temple, 
where the enemy plans te make 
sport of him. I come close and 
study his hideous face. It is seam- 
ed with grief. His brow is lined 
with deep furrows of torment. His 
eyes have been gouged out. His 
shoulders are stooped and his back 
bent and weary. He wears in his 
wrists the jagged scars made by 
cruel fetters of brass. This is 
Samson, the slave; Samson, the 
miserable failure; Samson, the 
Old Testament’s chief example 
that in the game of sin nobody 
wins but the Devil. I stop him on 
the dusty road. I say, “Samson, 
what went wrong? How did you 
ever come to this terrible plight?” 


“Do you see these hands?” he 
replies. “Once they slew a lion. 
Once they held a whited jaw- 
bone and cut down a thousand 
men.” 

“Yes! Yes!” 

“Once they seized and uprooted 
the heavy gates of Gaza.” 

“We have read all about it in 
the book of Judges. What went 
wrong?”’ 

“I loved a woman in Sorek. Her 
rare beauty enchanted me. I was 
foiled by her enticements. I lost 
my head. One night we kindled 
the fires of passion together. I 
thrust my hands into those flames 
and watched them shrivel and 
die. I shall not kill any more lions. 
I shall prevail no more against 
the Philistines. No gates shall be 
loosed from their foundations. My 
hands are gone! They will not 
work for me. They are all dried 
up!” 

How many today who “did once 
run well” for similar reasons have 
found their spiritual hands abso- 
lutely powerless and useless? May 
God’s Holy Spirit make of the 
truth a dagger for the guilty soul! 

Early in my ministry I was cail- 
ed to hold meetings in a small 
Midwestern town. The custodian 
of the church was a man of rare 
quality. He was one of the most 
inspiring members of my audience. 
After talking briefly to him one 
evening, I knew he was college- 
bred. He spoke like he had once 
been a man of affairs. He had 
a tender heart. Any mention of 
the converts and other victories 
in the prayer room visibly moved 
him. 

One night after service he came 
forward and offered suggestions as 
to how I might improve the mess- 
age I had just delivered. His com- 
ments were helpful. He knew bet- 
ter than I how to get the vital 
news of the gospel across to the 
people. I thanked him for his 
valuable help. 

A few nights later he was wait- 
ing after the crowd dispersed. In 
his arms he carried a volume of 
old sermon notes and manuscripts. 


“Young man, I want to give you 
something.”

He nodded 
his assent. I saw tears come to 
his eyes and run down his face.

He related how at one time his 
custodian had pastored the largest 
church of its denomination in one 
of the chief cities of the state.

I saw his 
nod of approval as the truth 
went forth. 

When the service ended and 
the people had gone to their homes 
and the lights were dimmed, I 
stood at the pulpit watching the 
old man attending to a few last 
minute jobs before retiring. Silent- 
ly I said, “Gather your songbooks 
and dust off the benches, old man. 
Push your broom across the floor 
and fire your furnace while the

form, but they shall not be the 
trophies you would have garnered 
had you kept clean and stayed 
true to your high and holy call- 
ing.” 


“Stand Forth in the Midst”: 
Confession 

“Behold, how are the mighty 
fallen!” 

What of your hands, friend? Are 
they strong and able? Are’ they 
taking hold and lifting up and 
conquering? Or have the fires of 
passion, or greed, or selfishness, 
or jealousy, or hatred seared them 
and left them all dried up? 

Jesus has entered the temple. 
He has come by appointment. 

And He has come here tonight. 
Follow closely, for it may be that 
you are the very person in this 
audience with whom the blessed 
Son of God must have a rendez- 
vous! His appointment may be 
with you tonight! 

He approaches the pulpit and 


studies the vast throng. Suspense 
mounts. He is about to begin His 
sermon. What will it be? Will He 
repeat the discourse on New Birth 
He preached in Jerusalem? Will 
it be the sermon on the Water 
of Life He brought to the woman 
at the well? Will He take His 
text from Isaiah as He did at 
Nazareth? 

But Jesus does not even glance 
at the large Bible opened upon 
the rostrum. His eye is fixed on 
a spot far back under the balcony. 
There, deep within the shadows, 
sits a man with a withered hand! 
Jesus has found His text. He has 
discovered His sermon. His voice 
rings out in the Sabbath hour: 


“Stand forth in the midst!” 


Bible scholars are agreed that 
bodily disease is used throughout 
the New Testament to typify sin. 
The sermon is unfolding. Christ 
is asking that poor fellow to de- 
clare himself and make manifest 
to all his need and malady. He 
demands that he show the gather- 
ing his wasted hand and allow 
them to see the nature and extent 
of his dilemma. 

Let me say that the hardest 
thing any sinner must do is the 
thing Christ demanded of this 
man: “Stand forth in the midst!” 
There is something about sin that 
wants to hide. When Adam by 
transgression fell, he sought ref- 
uge in the overhanging bowers of 
Eden. Cain slew Abel, then ran 
for cover in the fields. Peter, hav- 
ing denied his Lord, fled into the 
darkness where he would not be 
found. 


Do you remember when = you 
slipped and, succumbing to temp- 
tation, committed a dirty, cheap, 
sinful act? Do you recall how 
miserable you felt? Like a wound- 
ed animal, you wanted to crawl 
up under the house where no eye 
might discover you. You wanted to 


has demanded that sin be brought 
into the open. He wants it con- 
fessed before men. He says, “He 
that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper: but whoso confesseth and 
forsaketh them shall have mercy” 
(Prov. 28:13). 


Confession is a divine command 
in connection with salvation. The 
divine order is too plainly stated 
to be misunderstood. “If thou shalt 
confess. .. and believe... thou shalt 
be saved!” (Rom. 10:9). Sin must 
be uncovered! Revealed! Exposed!

It must be kept secret. It would 
not do for my friends to get hold 
of the news.

I replied, “Friend, God's salva- 
tion has not yet become a black- 
market item! It is still dispensed 
on the open market, in plain view 
of all. If you want to be saved, 
you will have to take the Bible 
course and come out before men 
and let the world know you have 
settled this eternal matter in your 
heart.” The Scriptures still read, 
“Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I 
confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven. But whosoever 
shall deny me before men, him will 
I also deny before my Father 
which is in heaven” (Matt. 10:32, 
33). 

For all men everywhere, the 
case today is the same as it was 
then! God is invariable and His 
gospel has not changed. He has 


decreed that sin. shall not be 
covered.

There is a stirring in the au- 


dience; the sound of footsteps. A 
figure emerges from the shadows 
—bearing a deformed hand! The 
curious onlookers move aside to 
let him through.

goodness. He holds our lives in 
the hollow of His hand.

Do you stone me because I am 
counselling you to break with 
every wrong thing, because wrong 
brings nothing but hurt, and can- 
not do good at all? Do you stone 
me because I point the way of 
hope and love and life to people 
groping in the dark? Do you stone 
me because I speak the words of 
cheer to people downhearted and 
fearful? Do you stone me because 
I open the gates of promise and of 
hope to people who need a con- 
stant and all-helpful Friend?

That is 
the question that the Master asks 
tonight of this vast concourse of 
people assembled in Fort Worth. 
“Oh, Man or woman, not on my

People Harden Themselves 
Against God By Continued Sin 
How do people harden them- 
selves against God? The ways are 
many. I may indicate just a few

How do men harden themselves 
against God? Full many a time do 
they do so, because of the power 
of sin that strengthens in the life 
the longer that such sin is in- 
dulged.

Therefore, 
God’s admonition is given that peo- 
ple shall be saved while they are 
yet young: “Remember now thy 
Creator, in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor 
the years draw nigh, when thou 
shalt say, I have no pleasure in 
them.” The longer that sin is in- 
dulged, the mightier, the more 
strengthful, the more binding does 
it become in a human life. 
may take any sin, no matter what, 
and the longer that sin is given 
rein and allowed to run riot like 
it wishes, the more that sin grows 
and strengthens. 


Take the sin of drink, and.I do 
not mention that because I think 
it is the worst. Heaven knows that 
it is bad enough, and yet there 
may be other sins far worse. But 
take the sin of drink, for illus- 
tration. Do I speak to some man 
here who drinks, perhaps to ex- 
cess? Let him not be afraid that 
I shall speak one cruel word con- 
cerning him. I shall not. The rath- 
er would I come to him, and 
stretch out to him a brother’s 
hand, and say to him: “May I not 
help you?” I would help him if I 
could. But do I speak to some man 
here who drinks to excess? Let him 
retrace his past days, even back 
to the first day when he began 
that ill-fated habit. He was prob- 
ably well-reared. He was warned 
against the subtle power of the 
habit of drink. A dear mother, 
when he went away, pressed her 
kisses through her tears upon his

time when he was away from 
home, and when he was urged to 
take his first drink. He remembers 
even now, as I speak of it, how his 
hand trembled as he put that cup 
to his lips, and he thrust his eye 
to the right and to the left, if 
haply some face out of the past 
would come forth to forbid his tak- 
ing that ill-fated step. And then 
he had taken his first drink. Oh, 
that was the beginning of the 
down-dragging of his life! The first 
drink is the drink that makes the 
drunkard—not the last. And the 
years came on and the habit 
strengthened. Do I speak to such 
one here tonight? 

There came to my home, a lit- 
tle while ago, one of our citizens 
for whom I have long felt the 
deepest religious interest. It was 


two o'clock in the morning when 


my doorbell rang, and when I 
answered, I said to the man: 
“What on earth brings you here at 
this hour of the night?” He came 
into the hall at my invitation, and 
said: “You can see, can’t you?” 
And I could see. I did see. He was 
then in ‘the clutches of drink. His 
fearful habit had its terrible hold 
upon him at that same.hour. Then 


he said to me: “I have come be- 
cause I want to hold your hands, 
and get down at your knees, and 
have you swear me in the sight 
of God that I will break such ha- 
bit, for I must break it ere it 
shall utterly break me.” Then he 
said: “I have just come from 
home. I went home a little while 
ago, late in the night, and my 
little wife had one talk with me 
that broke my heart, and breaks 
it when I call it to mind. She said 
to me: ‘Husband, you have broken 
my heart. If you do not desist 
soon, I shall be gone, for I am 
completely crushed, even in health, 
by your course.’ And while she was 
talking,” he said, ‘my old mother 
heard us, and came from her room 
across the hall, frail and aged, and 
put her arms about my shoulders, 
and sobbed her broken heart out 
on my neck, and said: ‘Son, if you 
do not quit soon, mother will go to 
her grave believing that her son 


is doomed for a drunkard’s death.’ 
And no sooner had she talked like 
‘that than my little daughter came, 


in the grip of typhoid fever, where 
she had been for weeks unable to 
sit up, and yet she had heard the 
conversation, and was so moved 
that the child, just beginning her 
teens, somehow got to me, ere I 
knew it, and was clutching at my 
coat, a little skeleton from her 
sickness, and she said: ‘Papa, you 
are breaking the hearts of us all, 
and killing us all. If you do not 
quit soon, we will all be dead.’” 


-And the big fellow sobbed aloud 


and said: “I cannot quit. I am 
helpless. I am_ so driven. and 
beaten and weak, I cannot quit.” 

Now, sin does that. You jet it 
loose, you give it the reins, and 
it will vitiate, it will pull down, 
and it will deaden and destroy. I 
repeat again, I do not name that 
sin because I think it is the worst. 
There are others, perhaps more 
deadly, more undoing than that. 
I take that to illustrate the point 
that the longer sin is indulged, the 
more .terrible does it become in 
its power to deaden and harden 
the heart. 


Men Harden Themselves Against 
God By Fear of the Opinions of 
Others 

How do men and women hard- 
en themselves against God? Full 
many a time they do it through 
the power of public opinion. The 
longer I live and study men and 
women and see their conduct, the 
more am I convinced of the truth 
of that solemn _ saying in the 
Bible: “The fear of man bringeth 
a snare.” 

Oh, what power there is in 
public opinion! One waits for an- 
other. One acts because of an- 
other. One is silent because an- 
other is silent. Just there comes 
in the awful peril and power of 
influence. The man who does not 
care about his influence over 
somebody else surely must be a 
fool or a monster, or both. We 
must be forever careful about our 
influence over others, for by our 
silent influence, day in and out, 
we are taking people up with us 
or we are taking them down. We 
are making it easier or making 
it harder every day we live for 
other people to live, as is our in- 


fluence over them. 


You do not wonder that when 
George Whitefield was converted, 
he prayed as his first prayer: “O 
God, forgive me for my wasted 
influence over other people!” 
George Whitefield had been a 
ring-leader in sin. He ‘had led 
many people astray, but when he 
had found Christ for himself, he 
fell down before Him and cried 
out: “O God, forgive me for my 
misused influence over other 
men!” Surely, he could not have 
prayed a saner prayer than that. 

And you do not wonder that:stil] 
another man, a little while ago, 
when they told him that the was 
dying, that his last hour had 
come, gathered the covering about 
him and sought to hide his face, 
and said to the people, out of the 
pitiableness of his condition: ‘Yes, 
and when I am gone, as the doctor 
says I soon shall be, be certain 
to gather up my influence and 
bury it in the grave with me.” 
But that is the very thing that 
cannot be done. Your influence is 
going on now, and will go on and 
sn, when you shall sleep beneath 
the flowers. Oh, the power of in- 
fluence! That ought to give pause 
to every serious man and woman 
in the world.

am this Sunday night, and buried 
alive, than to live a life that 
would damn somebody else. Hu- 
man influence is that serious and 
that terrible. 


I was preaching in a series of 
meetings in one of our cities some 
time ago, and I noticed a young 
fellow, for three or four consecu- 
tive evenings, far down the hall 
before me, a lad, I should say, 
of some sixteen years.

And 
when the service was concluded 
that night I hurried around, if 
haply I might find the young fel- 
low, to have a word with him, 
and fortunately I found him, and 
took him aside, so that I could 
have a word alone. I said to him: 
“T have seen you in the audience 
and my heart has been strangely 
drawn to you. For two or three 
evenings, you indicated that you 
wished to be a Christian, and now 
for these past two evenings you 
have said by “your face and con- 
duct that you are indifferent to 
such matter. Pray tell me what 
has happened.” 


Then he looked up into my face 
“IT think I 
had rather not tell you. I was 
interested,” he went on to say. 
“TI was deeply concerned by what 
you said. I did tell you that I 
desired to be a Christian, and I 
meant it, but I Jhave reached a 
different conclusion. I think I 
had rather not tell you why.” 

I said: “My lad, I should not 
like to take any advantage of you 
at all. I would not for my right 
arm wittingly take an advantage 
of any man or Woman who comes 
to hear me preach.

these years that strong will has 
stood out against you. Now, at the 
last, you have given up in sheer 
despair the attempt to move upon 
a human will. Do you not realize 
then what it means for God to 
do it? God may have heart-idols 
to overthrow. God may have to 
foil chosen plans. God may suffer 
afflictions to come. God must 
press in upon the man engrossed 
in the temporal, a growing vision 
of the eternal. God must needs 
cherish, woo, disappoint, uplift, 
bereave, enrich, impoverish,—yea, 
bring to bear a multitude of in- 
fluences upon a resisting will ere 
it yields to Him. But to unstop 
ears deaf to the voice of God— 
to open eyes blind to the vision of 
God—to turn aside wandering feet 
into the path of God—all this 
takes time. Therefore—Give God 
a chance.”

By Doubts and Questions Men 
Harden Themselves Against God 


How do people harden them- 
selves against God? Full many a 
time they do it by raising captious 
doubts and speculative questions 
about religion. They do it by ask- 
ing.questions about religion, and 
asking them superficially, and 
then not staying to answer them. 
They say, for example, What if 
this be not so? And then they do 
not delve into the matter, to probe 
it to see if it is so. They say, 
What if there be no God? They 
say, What if Jesus Christ be not 
trustworthy? They say, What if 
the Bible be not God’s guide-book 


for men, to lead them homeward | 


and heavenward? They say, What 
if there be no Heaven for the 
people who will not have Jesus? 
They say, What if these much 
talked of matters be not so at 
all? And then, like an_. ostrich, 
they hide their heads down in the 
sand, and they do not see, and 
will not face the facts. 


I wonder if I speak tonight to 
some skeptic, no matter how dark 
and deep his skepticism; to some 
doubter, to some disbeliever, con- 
cerning the things of Christ’s holy 
religion? If I do, I call to him as 
his brother man, oh, my friend, 
you can know the facts about 
Christianity—you can know the 
facts. If a man be a doubter, a 
skeptic, an atheist, a materialist, 
an agnostic, who flings all religi- 


ous belief to the winds—if his 
case be that darksome and that 
terrible, I come to him*tonight to 
say that he can get light and will 
get it, if he will just be candid 
with God. 

Professor Bushnell got it— 
that famous teacher in Yale. In 
the days when. he was a_ most 
popular teacher there, and also an 
outstanding disbeliever concern- 
ing religion, a young preacher 
went to Yale, to preach two weeks.

I have a moment more to ask 
your attention before we shall go, 
and you will give it the best at- 
tention you can, despite the pass- 
ing, ringing fire bells—a moment 
more, and you will give your ear- 
nest attention, for the text is not 
quite done. What shall I say? 
Listen to the text again. “Who 
hath hardened himself against 
God, and hath ever prospered?” 
Do you know one who hath hard- 
ened himself against God and hath 
ever prospered? Do you know one? 
Oh, that word “prosperity” is a 
charmed word! That word “pros- 
perity” is a hypnotic word. For 
prosperity men rise early and toil 
late. For prosperity men sail the 
rolling seas, men tunnel the moun- 
tains, men seek to make every 
sort of discovery, in order that 
they may win prosperity. What is 
prosperity? What a charmed word 
it is! There can be no real and 
abiding prosperity if we set our- 
selves to neglect God and His 
proffered salvation of our needy 
souls. 

“Who hath hardened himself 
against God, and hath ever pros- 
pered?”’ Do you know one? Do you 
know one who hath set himself 
against God and stayed so set, and 
yet has really prospered? Do you 
know one? Did Cain prosper, who 
took his brother’s life? See him 
as he went a pariah into the forest! 
Did King Saul of old prosper? Did 
Balaam prosper? Did Ananias and 
Sapphira prosper? Did Judas, who 
sold Jesus for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver? Do you know one of your ac- 
quaintances who has _ hardened 
himself utterly against God, and 
has really prospered? 


Let me tell you how one of the 
chiefest business men of the West 
died a little while ago. He-had his 
son to sit beside him, and said to 
the rest: “I have some words with 
my son,” and holding that son’s 
hand in his own frail, dying hand, 
he said to his son: “Son, you are 
holding the hand of the greatest 
failure of any man of the West.” 
And the son said: ‘‘No, no, father; 
your name on the wires would 
make the business world quiver 
throughout the great West.” He 
said: “Very true, my son, but I 
have lived as though time and the 
world were all, and I am dying 
now with unpreparedness, and all 
is dark. I am the greatest failure 
of all, for I have lived simply for 
earth and for time.” | 


One of the best known citizens 
of Texas, who gave his heart to 
Christ when he was nearly eighty 
years old, said to me the last time 
I saw him, just before his depar- 
ture—and his name is a house- 
hold word in Texas: “O sir, my 
life was almost totally lost. I did 
not come to Christ till right in the 
fag end of life. I did not come until 
the sun was going down in the 
west. Yes,” he said, “Christ has 
saved me, but, oh, to think, sir, 
that I have given nearly all my 
life to the wrong side!”’ Doesn’t.the 
picture make your heart shudder? 


What is the conclusion of this 
whole matter? I sum it up in some 
final sentences. There can be no 
real and abiding prosperity for a 
human soul that is set against 
God, no matter how much he 
claims, no matter how wide his 
swath of power may seem to be, 
no matter who he is. There can be 
no real and abiding prosperity, 
if the human heart be set with 
disobedience against God.

Is This Failing to Go After 
Sinners Your Sin? 

We make all kinds of alibis and 
excuses for not winning souls, but 
T wonder if usually this is not the 
geal reason we do not win souls— 


-that we do not work at it? 


The other day a dear man wrote 
me and said that he was praying 
day and night to be filled with the 
¥foly Spirit. He has never won a 


‘soul but, he said, as soon as he

souls. Let me tell you, along with 


‘this dear brother, that you ought

And let me suggest further to 
my preacher friends that many a 
preacher who preaches good ser- 
mons is nevertheless a failure be- 
cause he does not win souls. And 
the reason is usually just this, that 
he does not definitely go after sin- 
ners. No man should feel that his 
duty is done when he preaches a 
sermon in the pulpit. Certainly if 
you did not get sinners out to hear 
the gospel in the church house, 
then you ought to go after them. 

I preached as earnestly as_ I 
knew how once, hoping to win a 
man to Christ whom I loved and 
for whom I had prayed much. The 
service came to a close and he was 
still unsaved. At the door as he 
left the building I shook hands 
with him and earnestly urged 


him to take Christ as Saviour. In 
five minutes of conversation he 
was soundly converted. Preaching 
from the pulpit, long-range soul 
winning, did not do it. Definite, 
persistent, personal effort did. 

Dear preacher, do not hide be- 
hind the pulpit. In Jesus’ name I 
beg you to go after sinners. Find 
them in the hospitals, find them in 
the jails, find them in the rescue 
missions. Find them in the homes 
of your members. Find them next 
door to your church. 

I was in a revival campaign in 
a good church in Chicago. Very 
few unconverted people came to 
the services. The church members 
were self-satisfied. They were 
good, sound people. They believed 
the Bible. They lived clean lives. 
But in a residence jammed against 
the side of the church building liv- 


ed an unsaved woman, She sat on 
the steps of her home; and there 
in the eventide, just before the 
church service began, Mrs. Rice 
and I won her to Christ. How guil- 


ty that church full of: Christians © 
would have been ‘had that - poor -

She went to 
her sister and the Baptist people in 
ie ggg Sa where her husband had 
been brought, At first sight of her 
the husband tried to kill her, but was 
overpowered. Then she solicited prayers 
from all the churches in Alexandria— 
they prayed night and day for her 
husband and in three days he snapped 
out of it—became perfectly sane.
